EIGHTY MINERS KILLED. 


Terrible Disaster in a Bohemian 


Colliery. 


CAUSED BY AN EXPLOSIOK OF QAl 


flrave M«n Who Rtisheil to the Roscu« 
Ilrousrl^t Back UnconsclouB—Women of 
the Bead Men*« FamtUes Attempt to 
Mob the TStine Officials. 


V I E N N A . Jan. 25.—Eiglity miners were 
killed and scores were injured In an explo- 
Bion in the Fortschritt mine near Dux, 
Bohemia, as the shifts were chanjíing. A 
cage full of miners had been lowered half 
way down the shaft when the ground 
trembled, a loud rumbling report was 
heard, and the cable attached to the cage 
gave such a lurch that the lowering ma- 
chinery broke. 
A rush of air and dust 
from the pit's mouth, the sound of crash- 
ing timbers and the cries of the men in the 
cage gave warning to the men about of the 
extent of the disaster. 
Help was sum- 
moned, the machinery was repaired after 
a delay of half an hour and the cage was 
raised. Ten of the occupants had been 
killed Instantly by the shock, and ten had 
sufl'ered fractures from which they cannot 
recover. Five, who had broken limbs and 
internal injuries, will live. They had been 
half suffocated by the gas rising in the 
shaft, and said that no man could live 
below. 


An hoxir later the superintendent of the 
mine and five minors from the night shift 
went down in the cage. They were unable 
to go more than a hundred yards from the 
shaft into the gallery, but they found four- 
teen dead bodies. Of the fifty men who 
had been waiting for the cage ten had been 
killed and forty had been partially crushed 
by falling timbers or half suffocated by the 
foul air, A short distance from the shaft 
the superintendent found 
four bodies 
which had been crushed beyond recogni- 
tion by a falling beam. The bodies and the 
injured were tiiken to the top, where the 
whole mining settlement had gathered to 
watch the work of rescue. 


The men who had been brought up from 
the bottx)m said that a few minutes after 
the explosions they had heard cries and 
groans from the mouth of the gallery 
alKiut three hundred yards from the shaft. 
•There was heavy timber work at this place, 
and they believed that the men in this 
gallery had been imprisoned by the falling 
beams. 
They believed that some forty 
men had been at work there. Shortly be- 
fore the cage can^e down, they said, the 
cries ceased. 


Another rescue party went down at once 
and after three of them had been carried 
back to the shaft unconscious, penetrated 
to the entrance of the gallery. The en- 
trance was completely blocked by the 
wrecked woodwork. 
The rescue party 
could sec several dead bodies on the other 
side of the timbers, but were unable to get 
at them, and returned to the top empty 
handed. It Is l>clieved that all the men In 
gallery were suffocated or killed by the 
shock of ths explosion. Twelve miners 
who worked In the extreme interior of the 
mine on the night shift, and had not 
started for the shaft so soon as their com- 
panions, ars also believed to be dead. 


Despite the apparent hopelessness of the 
situation a rescue party Is still In the mine 
and thousands have gathered at the pit's 
mouth. 


When the extent of the disaster began 
to become evident the women of the dead 
men's families attempted to mob the mine 
officers, accusing them of carelessness in 
the management of the nilne and of In- 
difference as to the fate of their husbands 
and brothers below. The mine oflicials 
sent to Dux for police, and three com- 
panies of soldiers uro camped in the fields 
around the pit's mouth.

ALTON, Ills., Jan, 34. — Nine persons 
killed outright, twelve fatally injured and 
nearly a hundred more or less seriously 
hurt, is the appalling result of a series of 
iccidents at Alton junction. 
An open 
jwitch OQ the Big Four main track was 
ihe cause of the disaster. The southwest- 
irn limited ran Into the freight train 
itanding on the siding, and 
Engineer 
Webb Ross, of the llmlU'd, M-as Instantly 
killed. The wreck took fire, and while a 
great crowd was watching the spectacle 
an oil tank car exploded with terrific force, 
enveloping the spectators in a sheet of 
burnlnc: oil. Eight of them wci'e instantly 
killed, thirteed have since died, and scores 
were frightfully burned, a dozen of whom 
at least will die. 


The death list follows: Webb Ross, Mat- 
toon, Ills.; Hiram Cornelius, Iowa; Edward 
Miller, Alton Junction; two unidentified 
men; William Shattuck, Upper Alton, Ills.; 
Henry Penning, Waun, Ills.; Willie Mc- 
Carty, Alton, Ills.; John Locke, Alton; 
Edward Mauhln, Alton; Daniel Harers, 
Alton Junction; William Manthe, Foster- 
burg, Ills.; Charles Utt, Alton; W, H, 
Miller, Alton; Charles Harris, Alton; John 
Wilkinson, Alton. The others are J. N. 
McCrave, Charle.s Halter, Thomas Houli- 
han, Henry Weigand, William Edwards, 
William Richardson and George Rottoff. 


Of these all but the first nine died of 
their injuries after being removed to the 
hospital at Alton. 


Engineer Webb Ross, of Mattoon, saw 
the danger too late, l)ut he threw on the 
air briike and stayed with his machine, be 
ing burit^d in the wreck and burned to a 
crisp. Fireman White jumped and escaped 
uninjured. 


Webb Ross, the brave engineer who lost 
his life, leaves a wife and six children at 
Mattoon. 


Switchman Grattan, whose negligence, 
it is alleged, caused the disaster, denies the 
charge, but says the switch was tampered 
with.

in precious stones. 
It is the 
property of the Pacific Steam 
Whaling 
Company and 
came olì the whaling 
barks Beluga, Mary D, Hume, 
Agenor 
and Anienca, lately in from the Arctic. 


The building is a perfect vault with 
brick and stone sides, iron roof and irò» 
doors. 
All around the top runs a per- 
forated pipe by means of which 
the 
whole interior could be liooded if a tire 
should by any possibility break 
out. 
Rats are thick on the water front and 
can do a iir'eat deal of damage to a carga 
of whalebone, so small iron doors have 
been put in to answer as barricades when 
the big ones arc opened to air the place. 
Oil skins such as the fire patrol use are 
spread over the cargo as the final addi- 
tional precaution that human ingenuity 
can suggest. 


The aninitiated on first stepping into 
the cold, cheerless place, with its damp 
cement floor, are apt to wonder why it 
has all been done. 
The long 
black 
stalks don't look like much^jiled against 
the walls, and to Jiear their immense 
value set forth is enough to take the 
breath away. 
But the place docs not 
always contain a $1,000,000 stock. 
The 
•eason just closing was a most profitable 
one and in consequence the warehouse if 
nearly full. 


'»The lady purchasing a few sticks ot 
whalebone on her shopping tour scarcely 
realizes the immense risk and the great 
amount of labor necessary to place it on 
the counters," said W. R. Wand, one of 
the representatives of the whaling com- 
pany. 
*'There is a big risk even here. 
We can take no chances. 
In the rough, 
after a simple polishing, the bone^ is 
worth 5=5 a pound and we have at least 
200,000 pounds on hand now. 
When 
the vessel docks at the wharf yonder wo 
pitch in and" work day and night until 
the cargo is housed in hero and then wc 
try to get it off on the railroad as soon 
as possible. 
While it is here this little 
structure is guarded day and night. 
A 
million dollars is something of a re- 
sponsibility I can assure you." 


**Where does most of the bone go!'* 
w^as asked.

'•A great deal of it goes to New York.'^ 
replied Mr. Wand, 
»'but most of the 
cutting is done in Paris and Bremen. 
A 
little is done in London. 
We polish ii 
off here, get the color, assort it out and 
put it up in bundles. 
Then it is forced 
through to its destination as rapidly as 
possible. 
You see the bone wirh a light 
or pearl shade is worth more than the 
black, and we hava to separate it. 


Several of the bundles bore the mark 
M. D. H. in a diamond. 
*'That,'* said 
Mr. Wands, '«is the name of the vessel 
from which the bone was taken: in this 
instance the Mary D. Hume, a vessel 
which brought the most valuable carerò 
ever received from the Arctic seas.

If oats are to be fed 
unground, they 
might 
generally 
as well 
be fed 
uu- 
threshed. 
Cut 
them up, mixing the 
grain and straw together, and both

so 
tborou^ly masticatc this cut feed 
that 
the digestion will be nearly perfect. 
If 
any of the straw butts are Ich, wet them 
and 
feed with a mixture of corn meal 
and bran. 
The corn meal will stick 
to 
the wet straw so that all will be 
eaten 
with a good relish.—Boston 
Cultivator. 


WHEAT FOR FOWLS. 


Wheat is'a graiu that tens like 
aud» 
in moderation, should have at 
all 
sea- 
sons. 
In the wheat delds after 
harvest 
they naturally seek and live the 
greater 
part of thcjr time picking up the loose 
wheat found about the stubble field. For 
laying hens this grain fed in the morn- 
three times a week will do much to- 
ward 
brini^ia*^ thorn into condition to 
lay. Too much, however, has a teudency 
to fatten rapidly,retardmnr laying. Good 
old wheat is always cheaper food 
than 
screenings. 
Barn-floor sweepings are 
nearly as good.—American Farmer. 


A rOPiJhAll BREED OF SHEEP. 


The Dorset sheep has become exceed- 
ingly popular in the last two or three 
years 
This popularity is due to its re- 
markable 
lecunditv 
and 
its habit 
of 
breeding at any time of the year, thus 
producing lambs that may be sold at the 
holiday season, when all the luxuries of 
the table are in the greatest demand. 
It 
is somewhat strange that this sheep has 
been so lons^ neglected, but the low price 
of most farm products has boon a spur 
to enterprise in this directiDn, and this 
useful sheep may now be considered as 
fully naturalized on this side of the At- 
lantic. 


This sheep is white-faced, in fact all 
white, and has a close, short fleece of 
four to five pounds and a tuft on the 
face. 
Its mutton is next to the South- 
rlown in general estimation, but the car- 
cass is larger. 
The most valuable char- 
acteristic, however, is the early breeding, 
taking the ram in the spring and rearing 
a lamb in the fall, so as to be fat for 
market at Christmas, which is a spccial 
holiday in England, and more thought 
of, perhaps, 
than here. 
They 
breed 
again very soon after lambing, and thus 
produce two, 
and generally 
multiple, 
births within the year. 
The 
second 
lamb, however, 
is generally 
not pure 
bred, but a cross intended for mutton, 
and lor this purpose the spring Iamb is a 
cross commonly of the Southdown, and 
it is sent to market as such, on account 
of the greater popularity of this black- 
faced breed in English markets. 
There 
is unquestionably a wide place for this 
valuable breed in America, where the 
sheep industry is not nearly so well de- 
veloped its It should be.—New York 
Times. 


BALED liULrsn. 


The delights of an open fire arc denied 
many because of the scarcity of fuel. 
But thousands live where brush is abun- 
dant. 
It may be quickly and cheaply 
prepared for use on the hearth by 
a 
home-made hand press, and its disap- 
pearance would prove ablessin^to many 
acommunicy, 
Tivo stroaf^ horses 
must 
first be built. 
Use plank crossed like 
the letter X, and firmly bolted together. 
Hollow 
the upper part so it will 
re- 
semble a U rather than a V, and do not 
have it too far from the ground. 
Stand 
up these horses six feet apart, and line 
their upper hollows with heavy boards, 
placing one horse one foot from the end 
of this trough and the other just at the 
opposite end. 
Or a log may be dug out 
and firmly mounted. 
To the foot of the 
horse, flush with the end, bolt an up-^ 
right board loosely, and attach to this a 
lever in such a way that it will come 
down closely over the end of the trough. 


To bale brush lay it in the press and 
bring down the lever. 
While holding 
this with the 
knee, bini the bundle 
firmly with 
cheap tarred twine; 
the» 
alip it along and 
repeat. 
Place 
the 
bands so the long roll can be cut in 
lengths to 
pleaee. 
To do so will be 
easy, and these bundles will be neat, 
pleasant to burn and economical. 
Brush 
from trees cut this winter may bo all 
prepared while green and pliable, Bircli, 
chestnut, 
maple 
and alder 
are 
coii- 
venlent, 
as 
their 
branches 
are 
not 
scraggy. Corn and sunflower stalks and 
swale hay may be utilized thus also. 
To 
add variety and zest to the brilliance of 
the homo hearth, bind a few evergreens.

FEED FOR PASTURE COWS. 


Two summers' feeding of gram to my 
summer milking cows has convinced me, 
writes John Gould, of Ohio, that grain 
does pay, though fed in limited quau- 
titj. 
It i;^, uo doubt» truti that one 


feather does not make it clear how far 
its possessor could ily, nor feedincr of a 
dairy some grain one summer establish a 
rule cf 
prolitable 
procedure 
for 
all 
dairymen, or all circamstancos. 
Yet it 
is a fact that there are thousands of 
dailies that would be benefited by au 
increase of iced of some kind, 
whore 
there are only scores that would not re- 
spond to it because of surplus pasture 
feed, so nutritive in qnnlity, that grain 
would not, in its concentrnted form, add 
to the nutritive qualities ol the 
ration. 
My own dairy has twelve cows that be* 
came fresh during the autumu of 1891. 
Frou the first of November, 1891, tc 
the first of November 1892, I sold ai 
the creamery, actual plutform weights, 
70,800 pounds of milk. Taeso cows have 
been fed grain of some kind daily foi 
the last two years, but at no time over 
five pounds a day, 
A^ain, this is not a 
home bred, oi home raised dairy, but 
one purchased out of Western droves of 
tall '»springers" on their way to 
Nev 
York. 


These cow^s, after being milked all 
winter, were turned on pasture May 9th, 
and a grain ration of n pound and a hall 
of oat dust, costing iive-eighths of a 
cent, was fed to each cow daily, as long 
as she gave milk. 
There has been uo 
month during summer up to Septenibci 
first, that this dairy of 
"^strippers** has 
not given over 5000 pounds of 
milk, 
though after May 10th one cdw was pur- 
posely dried oil, and one went dry by 
reason of an accident, so that ten cows 
made up the summer dairy. 
After Sep. 
tcmber 1st, it becamc necessary to dry 
off those nearest to c6miug in, so as to 
give them a month's rest, and the new, 
or rather the fresh ones, kept up the 
flow. 
The question with me is, could I, 
having luxurious pasture feed, have kept 
these "strippers" in fairly full flow ol 
milk during the sumoier, and right well 
up to the time of caiving, without the 
use of a little grain? 
It must be under- 
stood that these cows have no known 
heredity behind them to give them long 
milking habits, for it is a saying that all 
drift cows have been sold for cause, so 
that it is either grain, or some 
other 
reason, that has influenced them to thus 
prolong their milking season, some o/ 
them a full year. 


Of coursc these cows were well kept 
last winter, but were fed the 
rathei 
heterodox 
ration 
of 
silage 
and "'se- 
conds,"of the latter five pounds daily, 
and possibly -four pounds of hay 
at 
noon, while the carc was still farther 
from orthodox, by their being kept in 
the stable continuously from Thanksi^iv- 
iag until Easter Sunday. 
After the first 
of October the herd was fed a fair feed 
of sweet corn once a day, in addition to 
the summer pasture and the oat dust. 
The after feed is not turned into at any 
time. 
If it is fed at all, it is cut high 
with the mower, and fed at the barn 
Six of the cows, yet to freshen this sea- 
son for next season's work, are giving an 
average rness of ten pounds each daily. 
The whole dairy is in the finest condi- 
tion, which is an argument, along with 
the milk, that the indications are, that 
grain though in llmiled quantities, bul 
uniformily fed, has paid one dairyman 
at least, and confirms him in the faith 
that grain has an important part in bet- 
tering the milking 
performance of fi 
herd of grazing cows,—American 
Agri- 
culturist.

Frozen to (Death. 


Last Wednesday morning about 10 
o'clock, John Snyder, who always 
claimed that his home was in Lancas- 
ter, was found dead near East Berlin, 
this county. Snyder was a deaf mute 
who drank a great deal. 
?Je was last 
seen, with a companion, under the in- 
fluence of liquor, wending their way 
toward the outskirts of the town on 
Tuesday evening. 
When near the 
creek, a short distance from the town, 
the two parted company, his compan- 
ion going to a farm house nearby to 
put up for the night, while he, Sny- 
der, intended going in the opposite 
direction. 
The dead man was found 
in a small ditch into which be had 
fallen and was unable to get out again 
as could easily be seen from the im 
prints in the snow that be attempted 
to get away from the place, which af 
terwards proved to be bis death-bed. 


After falling back, entirely exhaust- 
ed from bis vain eifortd to escape what 
seemed to him impending death, he 
must have suffered excruciating pain, 
for he had chewed off the thumb and 
first finger of the left hand in his 
agony.

membrane dries up and disappears.

one family of ferns, however, natives of 
Now Holland, th;s green blade is per- 
manent and continues to enlarge, be- 
coming really a portion of the plant. 
Every year a new blade is formed, which 
spreads over the old ones.

scalding 
water and turn into a pan which has a 
tea-towel foldcd^and placed in the bot- 
tom. 
The 
towel 
will absorb 
all tho 
water 
and the dishes will be just as 
bright as when wiped, if soa)> is used 
and they are rinsed well.—New York 
Journal.

SEALING JET.IiY JAHS. 


Strain jelly into jelly jars which have 
been thoroughly washed in soap 
and 
water and have been standing in boiling 
water for half an hour. 
When the jelly 
is cool pour over it a small quantity of 
melted paraffine; let it harden; then 
pour in more, for as ths first hardens it 
may crack or shrink from the sides and 
leave spaces where ferments may enter. 


In other words, the jars need to be 
made air tight—not that the air does 
mischief, but becausc it contains the or- 
ganisms which on entering the jelly 
cause by their growth 
the 
changes 
known as '»souring." 
The object is to 
exclude all micro-organisms. 


This may be done in other ways than 
by the use of paraffine. 
Cut a piece ofi 
white paper just large enough to cover 
the jelly; soak in alcohol for five min- 
utes, then fit it to the tumbler and pack 
over it a wad of sterilized cotton batting, 
letting it fill the mouth of the jar or 
tumbler like a stopper. 
This is an ef- 
fectual means of preserving all icinds of 
fruit, as 
micro-organisms 
cannot 
go 
through the batting. 


Care must bo taken, however, to have 
it thoroughly sterilized. This may easily 
be accomplished by making tho wads of 
the required shape and size, and puttins* 
them on a tin plate in a hot bven for 
half an hour. 
When putting the cotton 
into jars be careful not to touch the un- 
der side of the wad or allow it to touch 
anything until it is placed in the jar; 
cach n:ay bo wound with a piece of cloth 
to make it look neat, or a piece of paper 
may be tied over it.—Albany Argus,

color, 
for 
twenty 
minutes. 


Fried Egg Plant—Make a weak solu* 
tion of salt and water, 2>are the egg plant 
and cut in thin slices, let them soak in., 
the solution an hour and a half; then-' 
take them out and wipe tho slices dry; 
dip in beaten egg and roll iu grated dry 
bread or cracker crumbs. 
Fry in hot 
butter until soft and nice 
brown 
and 
serve. 


Potato Souffles—Boli six. fair-sizea 
potatoes and 
mash very fine, avoiding 
any lumps. 
Bod one cup of milk and 
one cup of 
butter; add 
tho potatoes, 
salt and pepper sufiicient and beat to a 
cream; then add, one at a time, the yolks 
of five eggs and beat it well. 
Beat to a 
stilf froth tho whites of the 
eggs and 
add this to the mixture; 
stir lightly, 
pour into a buttered 
pan 
and 
bake 
twenty minutes. 


Cranberry Tarts—Take a pint of wcU 
ripened cranberries and boil till tender 
in half a pint of water. 
Strain, squeez- 
ing out all tho juice, and then put on to 
boil agam, adding a pound of sugar to a 
pint of juice. 
Boil just twenty minutes 
and then set aside to cool. 
Make a rich 
' piecrust and cut it into circles as largo 
as the top of a table goblet.

N a leiter from Berlin Frank G. 
Carpenter writes of the- Emperor 
William Jis follows: 
The Emperor 1ms a good appe« 
tile, for be takes euou^li exercise to keep 
his sjstcin in good order, and he walks 
anci rides a great deal. Evcr3'0nc knows 
the infirmity of his left arm. It has been 
withered since he was a boy, and it is 
about four inches shorter than his ri^ht 
arm. 
In the taking of his photographs 
}ie is always very careful that this arm is 
not promimmt in the picture, and ho is 
rather sensitive in regard to it. 
He 
often carries it in the breast of his coat 
or on the hilt of his sword, so that it is j 
not noticed. 
He ijets along wontlorlully 
well with one arm^ and his right hand, 
as one of his friends said to me the other 
day, is like a ham and has the grip of a 
prize lighter. He has a patent knife and 
fork, made to slide into one another, 
which he uses at the table, and which, 
to a certain extent, supplies the loss of 
his left hand. 
He is said to be a very 
good shot, and he bandies the gun very 
well. 


He has a beautiful home and he 
is 
very fond of his children. 
He has five 
children, all healthy, bright and good 
looking, 
and the little Crown Prince, 
who is now abDUfc ten, is an oiliccr in the 
German army, and he puts on as many 
airs as his father. 
He often rides with 
his father, and his father makes him 
obey him and salute him just as one of 
his soldiers. 
When he is at home, how- 
ever, he i^s a father among his children, 
and they crawl all over him and play 
with him 
just as though they were 
American babies in an American home. 
He has good rules as to their training. 
They rise with the sun and go to bed 
about seven o'clock. 
They have prayers 
and they have their schooling just like 
other children, though the oldest boys 
are under the care of a military tutoi 
and are waited 
upon by men servants. 
The two youngest have an English gov- 
erness and are taus^ht to speak Eoghsh 
and French as well as German. 
The 
Emperor pays a great deal of attention to 
tneir recitations and he devotes a great 
of his time to the subject of the cpmmop 
schools of the empire. 


The Kaiser is a hard-working man and 
his daily life is as full almost as that of 
a newspaper reporter. 
He gets up every 
morning at 7 o'clock and takes a cold bath 
and at7;30 he and the Empress break- 
fast together. 
His breakfast is a sub- 
stantial one and after it he goes to his 
office and looks over bis mail. 
He gets 
a vast number of letters, 
(vhich 
are 
weeded out by his private secretary, and 
matters of any importance are referred 
directly to him. 
He passes upon things 
quickly and decides most ail.iir3 on the 
spur of the moment. 
He has a routine 
for the rest of the day after his mail and 
bis time is laid out for weeks in advance. 
He keeps a strict account of his time and 
he allots just so much to exercise, so 
much to amusement and so much to 
business. 
His exercise is taken in con- 
nection with business and he is as regu- 
lar as clock work about everything. 
He 
takes his luncheon about 2 o'clock, and 
that 38 the ordinary German luncheon of 
soup, a roast and a dessert with vege- 
tables, 
and now 
and then with lish 
thrown in. 
The children sit down with 
the Emperor and the Empress at lunch- 
eon and shortly after it is over the Em- 
peror again goes to work. He spends a 
great deal of time in the eaddle, and 
scarcely a day passes thnt he doein't go 
to visit some part of his army. 
He has 
his dinner at 6 o'clock 
and this is a 
full dress affair. 
After it he drops the 
cares of State for a time and romps 
with his children and now and then 
takes a little exercise. 
At 10 o'clock he 
has his supper and after this he worlcj? 
about an hour in bis study and then goes 
to bed, and he makes it a rule to get 
seven hours sleep every night. He sleeps 
well and he looks well. 
He weighs, I 
jud^e, about 185 pounds and his com 
plexion, which is fair and rosy, ahowii 
that he has a good digestion. 
His face 
is full and hia hair i? of 
light 
brown. 
His eyes are of a brilliant blue, and they 
can smile as sweetly as those of a bride 
or look as fierce as those of Lucifer him« 
ielf. 
He is very straight in his bearing, 
ind he is, I judge, about five feet ten 
inches high. 


The Kaiser is a vciy 
religious man. 
He goes to church, and he has services 
in the open air with his troops and he 
put down gambling in his regiment when 
he was in the army before he 
became 
Emperor. 
He is doing all he can to de- 
velop the moral condition of his people, 
and with all hi» idiosyncrasies 
he has 
many good points. 
I unuerstand that 
he is a very genial man in private and 
that he throws off his dignity when he is 
off duty. 
He has jio frills or furbelows 
about him at such times, and his whole 
face lights 
up when he talks to hh 
friends. 
He has a way of winking at 
people in the party during his conversa- 
tion, and when he shakes hands he shows 
that he means it. 
He is full of personal 
ma^^netism, and though it is hard for a 
king to have a friend, 1 believe that the 
'•Little Kaiser," as he is CiUec^, has his 
friends here in Berlin, 
His best friends 
are men of solidity and nerve, and as for 
the Emperor himself, there is no doubt 
of his having his full share of courage. 
He showed this when he dismissed Bis- 
marck and took the reins of Gorernmeat 
into his own htiadB#
